FROM DAY TO DAY. THE IRAQI ARMY'S OFFICER CORPS HAS BEEN THE 
TARGET OF A SEVERE PURGE, BUT EVEN NOW ITS LOYALTY TO A PREMIER IN A 
RED TRAP IS QUESTIONABLE. 

BUT IF NASSER SHOULD CUT THE PEIPLEINES ACROSS
